Typewriters Produced the Change. 

This process of change began with the modern 
typewriter.

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Salesmen appreciate this sort of treatment, 
too, for if the house gives them credit for every 
sale made on their territory they feel safe that 
the house is treating them square and when 
such treatment is accorded them they seldom 
if ever have any desire to wander from their 
territory, and by treating them thus there is 
very little room for argument on the part of 
any one. 


Salesmen Appreciate Fairness. 

Ofttimes a salesman will work hard all day 
long and not receive the slightest encouragement 
for his labors. He will come in at night foot- 
sore and weary and imbued with but very little 
ambition to go ahead harder the next day. If 
he feels that maybe orders have come in from 
his territory during the day and that he will 
have to fight and prove his case on every one, 
or, in failing to produce documentary evidence 
of the fact that he is the only person who ever 
called upon the man, and that it was his per- 
sonal efforts that caused the man to stop in and 
buy, he will have little ambition to go ahead in 
the face of defeat and disappointment. 

On the other hand, if he feels that if orders 
have come in he will get full credit for them, 
and that all he has to do in order to find out 
if his day has been fruitless or not is to look 
in the basket, he has something to look for- 
ward to with pleasure, and if the basket does 
contain an order or two he will not feel that 
his whole day has been wasted. The next day 
he will come down feeling much better and more 
ready to do business than though the day previ- 
ous had been a total disappointment. 

Salesmen will work harder when they know 
they are getting the squrre deal than at any 
other time. They should be allowed as much 
credit as is possible, consistent with good busi- 
ness judgment, and no firm can afford to quarrel 
with its men over the business each man’s terri- 
tory produces. It is far better to make an occa- 
sional mistake in favor of the salesman than 
against him; that is, if you want the best work 
out of the men employed. 

Every sale made on a man’s territory belongs 
to him. He should have it just as much as 
though he brought the order in with him. The 
man is assigned to an exclusive territory and not 
allowed off of it; consequently he should have 
every cent’s worth of business that the territory 
produces, no matter through what channel it 
reaches the house. This is a matter worthy of 
thought by every sales manager in every line 
of business, and the houses that will adopt this 
as an unvarying rule will find that it pays, and 
pays well, for the work done by the salesmen 
will soon show increased business that will prove 
conclusively that the procedure is correct and 
should always be observed. 


Arithmetical Machines 
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have a fair promise of compensation for the 
of their faculties. Here were certain 
definite operations to be repeated thousands upon 
thousands of When once there was a 
known demand for a machine to facilitate these 
operations inventors found within a short time 
as many as thirty-five different ways of ac- 
complishing the end, nearly all satisfactory. 

It also shows that an executive department 
of the general government is wanting machines 
of this kind, although it is notorious that an 
executive department is a stronghold of con- 
servatism in business methods. When govern- 
ment officials adopt an innovation we may safely 
conciude that it is no longer really an innova- 
tion but an established thing which has become 
necessary to the transaction of business with 
acenracy and economy.—

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Reformed Spelling in the Philippines 


Reformed spelling is not confined to the oceu 
pant of the White House, neither is it restricted 
to the capital city.

‘*First impressions’’ count, and no one realizes 
the fact better than the alert business man of 
today, whether he is seeking trade through sales- 
men or correspondence, and he recognizes the 
value of a properly dressed, as well as a golden- 
tongued sales-representative. He also knows the 
necessity of putting out properly dressed corre- 
spondence paper. 

The cleverest, best written story of his wares 
falls dead in nine cases out of ten if the paper on 
which it is spread and the envelope in which it 
is enclosed lack quality, distinctiveness and indi- 
viduality; as to its ‘‘life’’ for filing and refer- 
ence purposes, the cheap, easily torn letter sheet 
is worse than useless, 

Thanks to the progressive business methods of 
the day and the alert business men behind the 
methods, the commercial correspondence paper 
proposition is as far ahead of its one-time low 
estate as paper is ahead of pulp. 

In recognition of a more universal demand for 
really good stationery and foreseeing a sure re- 
turn for the effort leading mills throughout the 
country have not only undertaken to steadily 
perfect their production of commercial writings, 
but, at heavy costs, have gone into ‘‘campaigns 
of education,’’ with a view to acquainting the 
consumer as well as the trade with the value of 
good writing stocks. 

One of the most notable achievements in thus 
perfecting their stocks has been the matter of 
matching envelopes with the enclosure sheets.

Attractive type faces and harmonious color 
schemes have much to do with the ‘‘ first impres- 
sion’’ idea, and perfectly matched envelopes and 
letter heads are of no less importance, 

Nowadays the print shop that is up to the 
moment can conscientiously guarantee and liter- 
ally supply paper and letter heads that ‘‘jibe,’’ 
all because certain mills now make it a point to 
produce envelopes and sheets from identically the 
same run of paper. But that’s not all—the 
printer gets the envelopes in practically all com- 
mercial sizes without waiting, as they are car- 
ried in stock ready for the printed corner card. 

The educational work has not been meagre; 
stationers and printers have been aided in scores 
of ways by means of sample assortments, made 
up in both plain and printed form. Some manu- 
facturers, not contented to exploit the dignity 
and quality of their bonds in full-page magazine 
displays, go so far as to issue elaborate sets of 
letterheads and envelopes of all sizes, printed in 
one, two and three color combinations, enabling 
the stationer or printer to instantly demonstrate 
to the interest of the consumer just what the 
papers and envelopes look like when worked up;

with the assurance of mutually satisfactory re- 
sults. 

Speaking of ‘‘bonds’’ calls to mind the fol- 
lowing words of a well-known mill concerning the 
indisputable advantages of a sheet (their own, 
of course) that could be ‘‘lithographed, typewrit- 
ten, penned, erased, folded and filed, subjected to 
innumerable processes and handlings, without de- 
stroying texture or detracting from its dignified 
appearance, ’’ 

In a word, the commercial correspondence pa- 
pers of today are not the papers of yesterday— 
they are a good, big step ahead in quality, effec- 
tiveness and popularity, and the stationer or 
printer with a desire to be in the ring will do 
well to profit by the aids so generously put at 
his disposal.

Now turn for a moment to our second illus 
tration. Is there anything about this which 
would induce you to buy a Barlock typewriter? 
On reading it one feels like a gigantic interro 
gation mark. A line of thought is suggested, 
but no argument is adduced. So much space 
wasted is a fair comment on advertising of this 
description. 


Follow Shorthand Ads. 


Typewriter concerns in their advertising are 
prone to follow the lead of the pioneer of their 
sister art, ‘‘shorthand.’’ Because Pitman short 
hand was invented sixty years or more ago, and 
was the best at that date, when there was no 
other to dispute its claims, is surely no logical 
argument why Pitman’s should be the best in 
the twentieth century. Because the Remington 
typewriter was the first made and as a conse 
quence has had the opportunity of getting in 
more offices than any other subseque nt make 
(whether they have done so or not is outside the 
question) is no argument in favor of the supe 
riority of that machine. 

toth the pioneers of shorthand and typewrit 
ing have tried coercion in their endeavors to 
push their wares. In some instances, directly, 
in some, indirectly, it is endeavored to create 
the impression that employers prefer employees 
who are accustomed to use ‘‘their first in the 
field’’ productions, 

The premise is false, and does no good. An 
operator of any standard keyboard machine on 
the market at the present time, can in half an 
hour master the difference of construction of 
another machine and within a day can operate it 


just as freely. An employer is not con 
with the system of shorthand his would-be en 
ployee writes, but whether he can take dow 
quickly and transeribe accurately. 


Oliver Ads Best. 


The sooner concerns awaken to the fact that 
the best advertising is such as the Oliver (:

Talking Post Cards Next 


There have recently been received in this city 
a few specimens,of the latest thing in souvenir 
postal cards—ones that talk their messages to 
the receiver instead of conveying the written 
word. For fear anyone should think there is 
anything uncanny about these cards it may be 
stated at once that they talk only with the aid 
of the phonograph, for their novelty lies in the 
fact that they are nothing more nor less than a 
brief phonographic record fixed on the ecard to 
be reproduced only with the aid of one of the 
machines. 

These cards originated, like all other varieties 
of souvenir post cards in Germany, but have up 
to the present obtained their widest vogue in 
France, though there are a few made and sold 
in England. The cards are about three times 
the thickness of the ordinary post card, this 
thickness being contributed by the disk in the 
center of the card on which the phonographic

message is recorded. When a person wishes to 
send one of these remembrances home he goes to 
the office where the cards are sold, makes his 
little speech into the recording’ instrument, 
which is then transferred to the disk on the 
eard. After the address is written on the other 
side the card is mailed and the recipient puts 
the card into a talking machine and hears the 
friend’s voice All this costs, in Paris, half a 
france, or 10 cents. 

The makers of phonographs in New York are 
not particularly interested in this new device 
They declare the combination of the paper on 
which the records are made and the sharp point 
of the needle used in transcribing the record is 
one that does not make for any lasting quality, 
and they have doubts as to whether in the 


ordinary course of mail transmission thi 
would not be made either partially or wi 
illegible. The scheme has, they declare, no pos 
sible value commercially, bearing the same rela 
tion to a written message as an _ ordinary 
souvenir post ard has to a work of art. That 
the spread of the pretty custom would increas:

They believe the new cards 
could be turned out to sell at a profit for 
cents instead of the 10 eents charged in Fran

The last 
night of the show a bailiff from the King’s 
court seized the exhibits on the ground that the 
promoters had neglected to settle their score 
for the rental of the hall, and about the same 
time the musicians quit for a similar reason. 

A large number of Canadians and American 
firms exhibited and there was a goodly collec 
tion of devices of every kind on exhibition, 
chief among them the various makes of type 
writers. The presence of typewriters naturally 
lead to typewriter contests and a championship 
test was made, which was won by J. J. Lomax, 
a court stenographer of Montreal. 

The Montreal show proved that it is not pos 
sible for anybody who takes the notion to con- 
duct a business show to make it a success, 
but that on the contrary experience and a 
thorough understanding of the details is neces 
sary to make it succeed. The first night 
that the show opened the representative of 
OFFICE APPLIANCES counted less than 100 people 
present, and oh the second nigkt and thereafter 
the crowd increased in size, but at no time were 
there as many people in the kLall as the show 
was worthy of. The management is accused of 
having failed to furnish tickets to exhibitors to 
help swell the attendance ana everyone was 
charged 25 cents at the door, and no efforts 
made to get people there to repay the exhibitors 
for spending the money necessary to be repre 
sented.

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International Acquires Control of the Dey Company 


The largest deal ever consummated in the 
time recorder business has just been concluded 
whereby the International 'Time Recording Com 
any, of Binghamton, N. Y., has absorbed the 

y Time Register Co., of Syracuse, N. Y. For 
years these two companies have been deadly 
rivals for the business of the country and com- 
petition between them has been of the keenest 
sort. 

The International Company has now succeeded 
in buying up its most formidable competitor 
after having absorbed practically all of the 
other visible competition in the field. The Dey 
and the International have always been the 
largest concerns in the field and it has been 
nip and tuck with them for the business. It 
is generally conceded that the International 
has had the lead, although both have 
claimed it. The determination to purchase was 
reached at a meeting of the directors of the 
International Company December 22, when it 
was decided to buy the competitor outright and 
eliminate it from the field. There has been no 
combination of any kind formed and the new 
arrangement is in no wise a trust agreement, 
but amounts to the largest time recording plant 
in the world buying out the second largest, 
which was capitalized at $500,000. 

This means that eventually the Dey plant will 
be moved to Binghamton and combined with 
the International Time Recording Company in 
one plant. 

The International Time Recording Company, 
now a New Jersey corporation, will be re-incor 
porated under the title of the ‘‘International 
Time Recording Company of New York,’’ under 
the laws of New York state, making it a New 
York instead of a New Jersey corporation. 

With the purchase of the Dey Company the 
International Time Recording Company will 
practically control all the time recorder busi 
ness, and will own almost every patent extant 
in its line. 

The purchase was consummated by Harlow 
E. Bundy of the International Company and 8. 
J. Moore, president of the Metropolitan Bank 
of Toronto, Can., representing the stockholders 
of the Dey Company. 

Syracuse Factory Inspected. 

After a number of conferences, terms were 
finally agreed upon and the Syracuse company 
will now belong to the Binghamton industry. 
Mr. Bundy went to Syracuse December 20 and 
inspected the Dey plant. He announced that it 
was equipped in excelient shape, with the finest 
kind of machinery and with every convenience 
for manufacturing. 

The purchase will end a series of litigations 
which have extended over fourteen years. There 
is litigation now pending, and during the ex- 
istence of the Dey Company the two rivals have 
been in continual legal warfare. Only a year 
ago the International Company secured a judg- 
ment against the Dey Company for infringe- 
ment on patents in the manufacture of Auto- 
matic card time recorders, 

At the present time the local company is 
doing the largest time recorder business in the 
country and the Dey Company is second. 

The old Bundy Company was the pioneer in 
the field and the Dey Company came second. 
Since then several smaller companies have 
sprung up, but without any marked success. 

At present there are two other companies in 
the field, both of which are being sued in the 
courts, one by the Dey Company and the other 
by the International Company, for infringement 
of patents, and with the new order of things 
the International naturally inherits the Dey 
suit now pending. 


International Company Behind Orders. 
The industrial effect which the purchase will 
have upon Binghamton is apparent. At present 
the Dey Company is employing 140 men and is 
more than 200 machines behind the orders. The 
Syracuse plant will probably be continued for 
two or three months, but will eventually be 


moved to Binghamton or Endicott. The Dey 
plant at present is unable to fill its orders and 
an expansion is necessary. 


Competition Practically Eliminated from the 
Field of Time Recorders When the Big Com- 
pany Buys—Rival Dey Company Is Sold Out- 
right to the International, and Combination 
Is in no Sense a trust Organization—Both 
Machines Will Be Manufactured and Many 
Old Employees Retained—-Deal Made by Har- 
low E. Bundy. 

The International Time Recorder Company is 
similarly situated, only to a more marked de 
gree. It is 600 machines behind its orders and 
170 men are now employed. The factory has 
been enlarged and has reached its capacity, it 
being impossible to place any more workmen in 
the structure. A new plant is imperative, and 
both companies will be consolidated in one plant 
with 400 employes. 

The Dey products will continue to be manu- 
factured, as they fill a demand different from 
that of the other company. The force in that 
branch will be enlarged and the International 
will require many more workmen. 

Work is about completed on the new factory 
building at Endicott, which was planned out by 
Mr. Bundy to take care of the increased demand 
for the machines. 

The buildings at Endicott will be one of the

erete with fire-proof doors and tile floors. The 
only woodwork in the plant will be the window 
frames. 

The purchase of the Dey plant will necessi- 
tate a third building, which will be 300 feet 
long. The height has not been determined. The 
height of the buildings now under construction 
is two and three stories, and both are 200 feet 
long.

These companies have been purchased at dif 
ferent times heretofore by the International 
Time Recording Company to secure patents and 
absorb business. The time recorder business 
started in 1889, when the Bundy Manufacturing 
Company was organized. In 1893 the Dey Time 
Register Company entered the field and was fol 
lowed at different intervals by the Willard & 
Frick Company, the Chicago Time Register 
Company and the Standard Time Stamp Com 
pany. 

At the local offices of the Dey Company, in 
the First National Bank Building, Chicago, lit 
tle was known of the change, and the local sales 
foree was inclined to doubt the truth of the 
announcement, as no notice of any kind had 
been given them to the effect that any change 
had been made or was even anticipated. 

At the western offices of the International 
Company, however, a very different state of 
affairs existed. Mr. Eells, who is western repre 
sentative and whose offices are in the Tribune 
Building, said that he had been officially noti 


fied of what had taken place and that his com 
pany had actually bought up its largest and 
most formidable competitor, thereby almost en 
tirely eliminating from the field competition of 
any kind. 

‘*The credit for this gigantic deal is due en 
tirely to the business acumen of the president, 
Mr. H. E. Bundy,’’ he said. ‘‘He made the deal 
and by doing so has practically cut out all of 
the competition we had and at the same time 
acquired practically all of the patents on time 
recorders that there are. I have not been noti 
fied of the consideration in the transfer as yet, 
but I do know that the matter was settled the 


Friday before Christmas, and that the formal 
transfer of stock and property was scheduled to 
take place the first of the year, or shortly 


thereafter. 

‘*The business of the International 
will go on as before and there will be abso 
lutely no change in the directorate of the com- 
pany and its officers will remain exactly the 
present.

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Evolution in Office Equipment 


The Roll Top Desk of Yesterday Gives Way to ing 
the Flat Top of Today, Pigeon Holes Dis . 


Office system developments have worked marked 
changes in the modern office within the last de 
cade, and where ten years ago the heads of largé 
commercial establishments separated themselves 
from the outer world by a high roll top desk 
with its bewildering collection of pigeon holes 
and mass of accumulated papers, today the office: 
manager uses the very unconventional flat top 
that was formerly in but small request. 

Styles in office fittings change, to be sure, just 
the same as they change in all other things, but 
style has not had all to do with the change i: 
the appearance of the modern office. In years 


gone by it was necessary for the office manager 
to collect large numbers of papers for ready 
reference immediately in front of him and when 
he sought any particular piece of information 
he found it necessary to go on an exploring ex 
pedition through the mass of accumulated matter 
before him. 

The advent of 
modern methods of handling correspondence and 
office detail, has worked a marked 
everything that has to do with the transaction 
of office and general business. Today when a 
man desires to get into communication with 
another in a distant city or in his own city, 
for that matter, he uses a very different set of 
tools than formerly. If the person he wishes to 
reach lives or business within the same 
town or immediate vicinity, he reaches out and 
grasps the ever ready telephone, mounted upon 
a movable or adjustable arm or stand, and in 
the course of a few seconds is enabled to hold a 
personal conversation with the man or firm he 
desires to reach. If it is necessary that the con 
versation he held be reduced to record form, 
all he does is to lift up the mouthpiece of a 
flexible tube, press an electric button, tell what 
has transpired to an invisible force, and in a 
few minutes the record thus made is transcribed 
on the modern typewriter and put in a place for 
ready reference where it can be called up at 
any time and upon a moment’s notice. 

In communicating with a man or firm in a dis 
tant city, he uses either the mysterious tube and 
the invisible force or he presses an electric button 
and a young lady armed with a well sharpened 
pencil and a note book responds, and he tells 
her exactly what he wants to convey to the man 
in the distant city and within a fraction of 
time she returns, with a written record of what 
he has said all carefully prepared on the firm’s 
stationery ready to be entrusted to the United 
States government for careful and sure delivery. 
These are the wonders that the modern tele 
phone, commercial graphophone and typewriter 
have worked in the world of business. 


An Age of Wonders. 

With these wonders have come other wonders, 
all of them simple but effective. Simplicity is 
the rule of modern business methods and sim- 
plicity must mark every detail of every device 
invented or sold for aiding the modern business 
man in the transaction of the daily grind of his 
business, 

In the olden days the rows upon rows of 
pigeon holes, most of which were generally 
erroneously labeled, contained the whole record 
of all business transactions that went over the 
busy man’s desk. The advent of the modern 
wonders of business worked a great change in 
this, so that today the pigeon hole and the roll 
top desk are fast being relegated to the realm 
of ancient things. The necessity of a safe place 
for referring correspondence and valuable de 
tails, brought about other changes, and like evo 
lutions of nature, office furniture lost 
appendages. The modern office desk has lost the 
almost useless appendage of pigeon holes and 
these have replaced by the present day 
ecard systems and filing devices, 

The modern typewriter increased the volume 
of papers and correspondence and foreed the 
many changes that have about. It has 
transpired that business men today transact sev 
eral times as much business every hour than 
those of past generations transacted in several 
hours.

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Imitation Typewriter Letters are Good 
Advertising 


Writer in Printers’ Ink Argues That the Day of the Fac-Simile Letter is Passing Away 
Wherein He Is Wrong—This Form of Advertising Is Gaining Ground Daily and 
Will Continue tc—-Fault Lies in the Filing in of Names and Addresses 
and Not in the Letters Themselves. 


Imitation typewritten letters were given a 
jolt in a recent issue of Printers’ Ink in which 
the writer attempted to show that imitation let 
ters were poor advertising and that they were 
a failure as business getters, notwithstanding 
the fact that he admitted that there was a con 
tinued increase in the demands of business 
people for such letters. The article in question 
was headed ‘‘The Passing of the Fae-Simile 
Letter.”’ The writer stated that well-printed 
circulars were superior, and that fac-simile let- 
ters were good to use on farmer trade only, as 
this class did not care in what form a proposi 
tion was made to them.

‘*The typewritten form letter has been ear 
ried to great perfection by mail-order houses 
If any man is curious about follow-up methods 
let him draw the fire of several prominent mail 
order houses by inquiry.

‘In this field the counterfeit typewritten 
form letter will doubtless hold its own as long 
as there are typewriters. Nothing else is possi 
ble mechanically with such vast editions as are 
required by a large mail-order house in its fol 
low-up work, But, while many advertisers who 
send out small editions of circulars to seleet 
lists will have as great an affection for the 
typewritten form letter, there is now a consid 
erable secession from it, as something too trans 
parent to be sent to business men and educated 
women. One New York agency has made it a 
rule never to prepare a faec-simile typewritten 
letter for a client, no matter how much he may 
want one. As its clients advertise altogethe

battery. A steel point connected with the posi- | 


tive pole of the battery is used to produce the 
writing. By tracing the steel point over the 
paper a mark is left closely resembling writing 
and is said to be legible and lasting.

| speeches of Cicero and Cato. 





i By Special ( orrespondence. ) 
Buenos Aires, Argentine Republic, 8. A. 


This city is no place for Americans without 


money, although it is a good town and has a 
future before it. Wages for natives are very 
low and cost of living, according to American 
ideas, is very high. It costs at least $100 gold a 
month to live, and living at this rate is nothing 
to boast of. Rent is very high and single rooms 
rent for outrageous prices and are uniformally 
poorly furnished. The streets are narrow, except 
the main thoroughfares, such as Avendia de 
Mayo, which is a very fine boulevard. On this 
street are located the theaters and opera houses. 
There are good business opportunities here for 
Americans, but an American without money 
would do well to stay away. 


Edinburgh, Scotland, B. I. 

J. W. Poole, F. I. P. 8., who has had over 
twenty years’ experience as a teacher of short 
hand and typewriting and who has made a spe 
cial study of the subjects, gave a very interest 
ing lecture here, going back 1,500 years to the 
earliest records of shorthand, and brought out 
some points that were little short of startling 
in connection with the subject. The lecture was 
held under the auspices of the Fife County Com 
mittee and by special arrangements with the 
Williams Typewriter Company in Europe. The 
lecture was given in Swan Memorial Hall, 
Kirkaldy. He started with the earliest history 
of shorthand and moved rapidly forward to the 
time of the Romans, saying that of these people 
we had certain knowledge of what they knew 
of the subject of shorthand. From the informa- 
tion possessed by Prof. Poole it appears that 
Cicero had several shorthand reporters at the 
trial of Cataline the younger to take down the 
Plutarch says: 
‘*There remains, of all Cato’s orations, only this 
one, Cicero having for that day engaged writers, 
whom he had instructed beforehand in the use of 
certain marks which in few and brief letters 
possessed the power of many words, whom he 
had dispersed here and there throughout the 
Senate House.’’ The most famous men of those 
days seemed to use shorthand, Pliny, Fabian, 
Chrysostum, Aurelius, Augustine, Julius Caesar, 
Augustus and Titus all being shorthand writers. 
Quintilian complained that the ‘‘notarius’’ did 
not take him down properly, and St. Augustine 
records a strike among shorthand writers in 
which the seribes were victorious. Shorthand 
among the Romans was not a regular system 
such as we understand it, being merely a col- 
lection of special signs—one for each word 
which had to be memorized—a huge task beside 
which many of which we complain today fade 
into insignificance. Shorthand was known in 
Egypt, and a contract is in existence, made scme 
1,500 years ago, which stipulated that a certain 
slave should be taught shorthand for 120 
drachms; 40 drachms at the beginning, 40 
drachms on satisfactory evidence of progress, 
and 40 drachms on completion, showing that 
knowledge on the hire system was known to 
those wonderful people. Early English systems 
were briefly mentioned, and the lecturer stated 
that between the system of John Willis, pub- 
lished in 1602, and the Victoria Era, more than 
200 systems of shorthand made their appearance. 
Specimens of shorthand written by John and 
Charles Wesley, Charles Dickens, Dr. Chalmers, 
the Seottish divine and Sir Isaac Pitman were 
shown and created much interest. The lecturer 
proceeded to give a brief history of the type 
writer, from which we gather that the first type 
writer was invented in 1714 by an Englishman 
named Mill. Pictures of fourteen machines in- 
vented previous to the year 1870 were shown, 
and the audience were surprised to learn that

cost 500 or 1,000 or even more catalogues. Some 
factories furnish them in plain covers with no 
name and address shown and the stationer may 
have his own name and address printed on them. 
Others furnish them without covers and the sta- 
tioner can have eovers printed to suit himself. 
Still others furnish the catalogues with their own 
name and address on the cover. The stationer 
can either remove these covers and make new 
ones or he can have pasters printed and 

them over the top of the manufacturer’s name, 


Send Out Catalogues. 


These catalogues may be sent out either 
through the mail to a select list of possible buy- 
ers or the outside solicitors may be instructed to 
hand them around, explaining meantime, the 
new idea in detail. It will soon be found that 
a great many calls will be made on the stationer 
for articles of .office furniture, and all that he 
will have to carry will be the original samples, 
unless his trade grows so immensely that it is 
necessary for him to add other samples. Cireu- 
lar letters, pamphlets, personal letters and all 
of the other various méans of advertising may 
be employed to push this department and the 
returns on the office furniture department will 
he larger in proportion than in any other, al- 
though it is safe to assume that there will not 
be so many of them, for people buy less furni- 
ture than they do pencils or erasers, so the profit, 
while larger, will be further apart, 

Arrangements may be made with the mann- 
facturers for the delivery of goods on certain 
terms regarding freight, time of shipment and 
form of delivery, so that the stationer ean figure 
pretty close on all of the details, He always 
has the argument that while it may take him a 
little longer to deliver goods than if they came 
out of stoek, his are absolutely new and direet 
from the faetory. 

The judicious operation of a department sim- 
ilar to the one deseribed can be made immensely 
paying and add greatly to the annual profits. 
At the same time such a department will sell 
many other lines of goods, for the adding ma- 
chine. typewriter, duplicator, filing system, ink 
stand and other accessories that will be seen in 
this miniature office will be thus much more 
prominently displayed, and they will help to sell 
the furniture. At the same time a man seeking 
to buy furniture will have his attention at- 
tracted to the other accessories and this will 
often times result in more and greater sales. A 
department of this kind taking in office furni- 
ture and fittings will soon prove itself to 
be one of the most profitable ventures the 
stationer ever tried, and if it is properly con- 
dueted and properly followed up will become a 
permanent part of the business and so essential 
to it that the stationer will never let go, but on 
the other hand will wonder why he didn’t think 
of it before.

state of New York, on the co-operative plan, 
which’ has for its officers and directors men who 
have been identified with the trade many years, 
who feel assured that by combination of capital, 
contracts can be made for supplies at prices 
considerably less than if purchased individually, 
and thus enable members to purchase on a more 
equitable basis, 

To obtain this result it is estimated that at 
least 200 firms or corporations subscribe for 5 
shares, each at $100 par value per share, 10 per 
cent to be paid when subseribing, 15 per cent 
when the entire capital ($100,000) is subscribed, 
and 25 ay cent each, 30, 60 and 90 days there 
after. It is proposed to lease suitable quarters, 
desirably located, from which supplies can be 


, distributed. 


It is believed that the company can be man- 
aged very economically; as each member will be 
interested personally, no salesmen will be re- 
quiréd and no advertising need be done. 

The unusually large attendance at the meet- 
re x and the enthusiasm displayed demonstrates 
fully the sentiment in the trade that this pro- 
ject offers protection against the injustices so 
prevalent at the present time. It is hoped the 
advantages specified above will be so apparent 
you will have no hesitation in subscribing as a 
member.

Certificate of Incorporation of the Associated 
Stationers’ Company. 

. We, the undersigned, all being persons of full 
age, and all being citizens of the United States, 
and at least one of us a resident of the state of 
New York, desiring to form a stock corporation, 
pursuant to the provisions of the Business Cor- 

tions Law of the state of New York, do 
make, sign, acknowledge and file this 
te as follows: 

PR. 2 The name of the proposed corporation is 

ted Stationers’ Company. 

Second: The purposes for which it is to be formed 
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are to establish and conduct a wholesale jobbing and 
manufacturing stationery business in all its branches 
and departments; to carry on business of manufac- 
turing. buying and selling at wholesale, and to export 
and import all materials and supplies used in the 
business of printers, ye a menage stereotypers, elec 
trotypers, photographic printers, photo lithographers, 
engravers, die sinkers, book-binders, account boo 
manufacturers, designers, draftsmen, ink, pen, pencil 
stationery-hardware manufacturers, book-sellers, pub 
lishers and paper manufacturers and dealers in parch 
ment, and to carry on the business of dealers in and 
manufacturers of rubber and fancy goods, novelties, 
photographic goods and of any articles, materials or 
things of a character similar.or analogous to the 
foregoing, or any of them, or connected therewith, 
or commonly supplied or dealt in by persons engaged 
in any such business, and also to act as agent, factor 
or consignee as to all or any of said articles, mate 
rials or things, and to engage in and conduct the 
business of advertising in all its branches, and to 
buy, sell and deal in books, magazines, newspapers, 
and all other periodicals or publications. 

Third: The amount of the capital stock is $100, 

) 


Fourth: The number of shares of which the capital 
stock shal! consist is 1,000 shares of the par value of 
$100 each, and the amount of capital with 
which sald corporation will begin business is $10,000. 

Fifth: No more or less than five shares of the 
said capital stock shall be issued, sold or transferred 
to any person, firm or corporation, and all certificates 
of stock issued by the corporation shall be for five 
shares and for no more or less number of shares, and 
no holder or owner of stock of this corporation shal! 
vote upon or have the right to vote more than five 
shares of said capital stock at any ye regular 
or special, of the stockholders, and no holder of the 
said stock shall have the right or power to sell or 
transfer his said stock or any part thereof without 
first offering the same to said corporation, ahd the 
said corporation shall have the right to purchas* 
from said holder at the option of the directors, and 
pay for the same out of the new profits of the cor 

ration, all of said stock so offered or tendered to 
t at par, and to reissue the same at par. No sale 
or transfer of the stock of this corporation shall be 
made by any holder so long as the holder is indebted 
to the corporation, and no transfer of.stock shall be 
made upon the books of the company without the 
consent of the directors, and no dividends upon the 
stock of the company shall be declared or paid by 
the directors exceeding 6 per cent per annum, and all 
excess of earnings or profits over and above said 
dividend of 6 per cent shall be distributed to and 
paid over at the discretion of the directors to the 
stockholders, pro rata, according to the amount of 
purchases made by each stockholder from the said 
corporation during the period when said surplus earn 


ings so distributed shall have been earned. 
Sixth : The principal business office of said cor 


poration is to be located in the Borough of Manhat 
tan, in the city and county of New York, in the 


state of New York. 
Seventh: The duration of said corporation is to 


be fifty years. 
Eighth: The number of its directors is to be fif- 


Teen. 


Since our last issue we have made a careful 
investigation of the merits of this organization, 
and, while the possibilities which it presents are 
entireiy new to the stationery trade, yet we are 
thoroughly convinced that this is one of the 
most important movements which has ever taken 
place .in the stationery field. 

From personal interviews with the dealers 
around New York City we find a great deal of 
enthusiasm manifested, and Mr. Baxter is meet 
ing with excellent success in securing new sub 
scriptions. The capital ($100,000) is to be used 
for the establishment of a co-operative purchas- 
ing and distributing house, and it is also the 
intention of the directors, after the company is 
firmly established, to add to the membership, 
and, from the additional capital thus secured, 
they will establish a manufacturing plant de- 
voted to the production of goods used by the 
stockholders. That the formation of this asso 
ciation is not a plan for the providing of lucra- 
tive positions for a few favored ones is shown 
by the fifth clause in the articles of incorpora- 
tion, which states that ‘‘no more or less than 
five shares of the said capital stock shall be 
issued, sold or transferred to any person, firm 
or corporation, and all certificates of stock issued 
by the corporation shall be for five shares, and 
for no more or less number of shares, and no 
holder or owner of stock of this corporation shall 
vote upon or shall have the right to vote more 
than the five shares of said capital stock at any 
meeting.’’ It will be seen from this that it 
will be impossible for any one member or firm 
to hold any controlling interest. It is a co-oper- 
ative plan pure and simple, and, as no manufac- 
turer or jobber is permitted to hold stock the 
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retailer will secure the entire benefits which de- 
rive from the workings of the association. 
What has been done in other trades can cer- 
tainly be done in the stationery trade, and, ow- 
ing to the peculiar conditions existing at the 
present time, which every retail stationer knows 
only too well, the organization should be com- 
pleted within a very short time. Perhaps no 
better illustration of the suecess of this same 
idéa in other trades can be given than that fur- 
nished by the New York Consolidated Druggists, 
a co-operative company formed some ten years 
ago, based exactly on the same lines as this com 
pany, which during the past year, on a capital of 
$90,000, did a business of over $900,000, at a cost 
of $36,000, or, in other words, it cost that com 
pany only 4 per cent to do a business of nearly 
a million dollars. The possibilities of such a 
co-operated company in the stationery trade is 
even greater than in the drug trade, and, from 
the following table, the enormous purchasing 
power of the first 200 members. becomes readily 
apparent, and it is easily seen what a tremen- 
dous influence it is bound to have in the trade.

It will indeed be a very small stationer whose 
purchases per month would not average $500, so 
that the business done by the company in the 
first year ought to be at least one million dollars. 

Every retailer, for his own protection and 
defense, should investigate this proposition at 
once. In these days, when in all lines of trade 
amalgamation is the keynote of suecess, those 
who do not co-operate will find themselves in 
the near future in the same position as the inde 
pendent cigar dealers did after the United Cigar 
Stores came into being. That supplies of every 
description can be purchased at prices far lower 
than that obtained by the average stationer all 
goes without saying, and this fact alone, outside 
of the dividends received on the investment and 
extra rebates secured from the earnings of the 
company, ought to be a sufficient inducement 
for every up-to-date dealer to join at the ear 
liest opportunity. This organization should be- 
come a great power for good in the stationery 
trade, as by this means the retailer can defend 
himself from all the disagreeable conditions 
which prevail today, such as combinations of 
manufacturers to advance prices, the selling to 
consumers at ruinous prices by unscrupulous re- 
tailers, the allowing of jobbers to sell to the 
consumer for less than the wholesale price and 
also the still more disagreeable feature, the sell- 
ing to the consumer direct by the manufacturer 
at as low or lower prices than the goods are sold 
to the Tetailer. These, among other evils, can 
all be eliminated, and that the association will 
be conducted along the broadest lines and to the 
best interests of the stockholders is evidenced by 
the character and well-known integrity of the 
officers and mémbers of the board of directors. 
One has only to read the history of co-operation 
in the Old World to appreciate the benefits that 
have been derived from this method of working 
together for the mutual good of all. There is 
one striking illustration in England, when, in 
1844, 28 merchants banded together with a work 
ing capital of about $140, and today this same 
association has some 1,600 members, with a com 
bined capital of over $152,000,000. That this 
association is hound to be a success cannot be 
doubted for an instant, and it is only a matter 
of a short time when the stationers who. know a 
good thing when they see it will be deriving 
untold benefits from the investment of the smal] 
amount of capital necessary to become a mem 
ber of the Associated Stationers’ Company.
